Colonial Delegates to be HitcHta of the Uoiml 
of Trade-C. P. B. Car .Shops Again 
Running.

Tho Canadian Pacific Railtvuy oar ahops 
at Toronto Junction aro running in full 
blast again. Nearly three hundred men 
wero taken back to work yesterday. 



WtNNIPBO WIRINGS. 

Northern Pacific Express Leaves Winnipeg on 
Time— .Mayor or Jlorrlu Fatally Shot. 

Winnipeg, July 4. — (^peoial.) — The 
Northern Pacific express for St. Paul left 
to-day on timo. A crowd of strikers and 
sympathizers at tho Btation jeered thouo in 
charge of tho train. 

Tho Board of Trado has oleotod boards of 
inspeotora and a general grain committee 
for tho year, 

A hoy namod Brunnette was drowned in 
tho Buakutchowun at Edmonton, yesterday. 
• S, J Collom, mayor of Morris, was fatally 
shot through tho bowels, Mr. Collom la 
quite conscious and lays that whilo taking 
a rlflo from bohiud a bed tho hammer caught 
and discharged tho coDtentB into his bowejs. 



Oakland, July 4. — The Southern Pacifio 
was powerlesB in Oakland to-day, the strik- 
ers holding comploto away. They com 
menced early in the morning stopping local 
trains and ejecting trainmen, and the com- 
pany was compollod to abandon all attempts 
to do any business. About 200 strikers 
went to tho company's yards in West Oak 
Hud, whero they forcod tho deputy Bheriff-i 
away and took complete possession. Tho 
employes wore informed that thoy 
must quit work and y in thorn 
take tho consequences. Moab of thorn 
laid down thoir tools without further orderB. 
Tho strikers then took up positiona on the 
track of the Alameda train, and when it 
slowed down they jumped on the oab, seized 
tho fireman and threw him oub into tho 
road. Tho crowd intercepted tho west- 
bound Oakland local in tho same way, 
throwing tho fireman out and forcing all the 
gatemen to leavo the train. A few minutes 
later tho Berkley looal approached, and was 
stopped ns oasily as tho othors, the fireman 
being hustled away by the determined men 
who climbed into tho oab. 

During all this timo a largo number of 
deputy sheriffs and police wero on tho eceno. 
They remonstrated with tho men but did 
not utteinpb to otherwise interfere. The 
engineer on tho switch engine was preparing 
to handle some cars whon tho crowd of 
Btrikora dragged him from tho ongino and 
beat him aoveroly, cutting his face und 
tearing all tho clothea off his body. 
Nowb that tho militia had rif'uBcd 
to uso either bayonet or hall cart- 
ridges on tho atrikers nt Sacramento 
created tho wildest enthusiasm among the 
strikers hero. Two companies of local in- 
fantry havo been ordered to report to their 
armory, and it is stated that tho entiro Fifth 
regiment of Bcven companies will be orderod 
to concentrate in this city. 

Los Anoklks, July 4 —Tho arrivol of 
U. S. troops from San Francisco this morn- 
ing croatcd considerable sensation among 
tho pooplo of tho city. Their coming here 
ia generally condemned aa the strikers on 
both tho Southern Pacific and other roads 
hud given no indications of causing any 
troublo. Men, women and children, 
prompted by curiosity, thronged tho depots 
all day to seo tho soldiers, but it was notice- 
able that very few atrikers wero among 
them. The latter havo determined to 
keep away from tho roilroad property 
and assert that thoy will remain peaceful. 
At 3 o'clock this afternoon tho troops com- 
menced putting up thoir tents and are pre- 
pared for a stay of some length. At a moot- 
ing of nearly five thousand members of local 
trades unions an organization to bo known 
as tho Los Angeles Independent Military 
Company was formed. It adopted resolu- 
tions in Bympatlfy with tho American Rail- 
way Union, promising its support and 
assistance. The members say they aro not 
org mining to fight unless forced to do so. 
U. S. Judgo Ross decided not to hold court 
to day and oontomplatoa proceeding in tho 
case of engineer Heart to-morrow mornjng. 

The labor strikers won a victory hero to- 
day through tho troops refusing to disperse 
them when ordered. At 12:30 o'clock this 
afternoon the troops marched down to the 
depot, whero tho strikers had gathered in 
force determined at all hazards to prevent 
the moving of trains with Pullmans. Thou 
Bands of pooplo had also assembled thero, 
alternately cheering the troops and strikers. 
MomhorB of tho Sacramento and Stockton 
militia, who wero in the lead wero 
held back by the strikors on 
arriving at the depot and oppoalcd to not to 
onter. They wore, however, orderod to 
charge upon tho mob, and then ensuod a re- 
markable scene. A number of poldiors had 
been heard to deolare during tho morning 
that rathor than Uro upon the strikers they 
would lay down their arms, but it waa not 
expected that the whole compary would 
mutiny. Such, however, was the caso, for 
the Sacrumento and Stockton troops mado 
no move whatever to carry outordurs. They 
Himplv, as one man, removed tho cartridges 
from their rifiea, their ration creating in- 
tcneo excitement, tho crowds wildly cheer- 
ing. General Diamond at once orderod the 
mul inous soldiers back to tho armory, to 
which they marohod quickly, boing follow- 
ed by a groat throng who cheorod them at 
every step. Tho First and Third regiments 
remained at the depot but General Diamond 
issued no further orders, evidently appre- 
hensive of moro dis3ffeetion in tho ranka. 
Marshal Baldwin mountod tho oab 
of a locomotive a fow minutes 
later, addressed the strikers and 
iaformed them that thfy would bo given 
until o'clock to wiiuuran iiuiii tho d-jpot. 
There was bloodshed in the morning, and 
tho militiamen's bullets caused it, bub tho 
shooting waa accidental A mombor of tho 
First regiment, just after ho arrived at tho 
Armory, accidentally discharged his 
riih and wounded Charles Johnson, a 
fellow-soldior, and 0. H. Wing, a civilian. 
Tho lattor's injury was seriouB, and he will 
probably dio. Nows reached hero lato this 
afternoon that a train load of armod strik- 
ers and citizens in sympathy with tho 
American Railway Union, had left Truckoo 
for tho city to assist tho locol atrikors, und 
that militia at various points had been 
ordered to intercept it. 

Blue Island, July 4 — Tho blockade on 
tho Rook Island waa raised at 11:15 
o'clock this evening and trains tied tip 
for five daya began to move. The first of 
tho trains that woro stalled at Jollet OfcUie 
up tho traok guarded by soldi. ■ r. 
Ten cars, half of them Pullmans, 
mado up tho train, which was followed nvcry 
fow minuteB by bi'x other trains of equal 
leng'h, all guarded at tho point of the 
bayonot. All the deputy nherilfa havo been 
withdrawn nnd a largo numbor of thorn have 
gono to Riverdalo on tho Illinois Contral 
whero trouble is oxpeoted. 

U. S. YARDS, Ills , July 4 —Shortly after 
2 o'clock a train was seen coming into tho 
yards on the L ike Shore road at Fourth and 
Wcntworth avonuo. The mob, whioh had 
Icon loitoring around Halstead street, im- 
mediately started toward the train with tho 
intention of stopping it. Tho train waa 
made up of passenger oars containing six 
artillery and five cavulry companies of U. 
S. troops, in all about 175 men, together 



with ten cars of cavalry horses and two 
flat cars loaded with a. half dozen 
gatling guns. On the engine and tender 
were stationed oight artillerymen with a 
pistol in ono hand und a rille in tho other. 
Troops woro on top of tho box cars with 
loaded rifles whioh they held in a threaten- 
ing position. With this formidable showing 
tho troops failed to intimidate tho crowd, 
who at once uncoupled tho two rear curs 
and threw aoveral switches. Then they 
crowded around the engino and succeeded in 
getting the engineer to abandon his post. A 
non-unionmon, who accompanied the soldiers 
und who h said to be a cousin of William 
Piukerton, tho detootive, voluntoered his 
services to aot ae engineer. Tho train start 
od again after backing down and connecting 
the curs that had been uncoupled, but it had 
nob proceeded moro than a block whon the 
train was again uncoupled, this timo in tho 
centre. Tho troops were thon ordered out 
of the cars and marchod along 
the train on both sides, clear- 
ing tho way and koeping the mob 
baok until the train was made upandBtarted 
for the yards, arriving at tho depot at 3 
o'clock. Tho troops immediately went into 
camp at Dexter park, and aro expected to 
be called out this evoning to protect a train 
of boef which Nelson, Morris & Co. intend 
to start Hast. Nowa waa received here this 
afternoon that tho train sent out this morn- 
ing by Swift k Co. , and conBigned to Now 
York, had been derailed near Kensington. 

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Grand Trunk Shops Resume Work— Fathers 
Murphy and Oklnlnuy Have it 
Lively Controversy. 

Montreal, July 4. — (Special) — The 
Grand Trunk shops, which woro shut down 
some weaks ago owing to the great coal 
strike, wero roopened yesterday. Fourteen 
hundred idlo men resumed work. 

At tho Dominion prohibition convention 
yesterday a lively bout occurred between 
Fathers Murphy and Chiniquy, owing to 
tho latter'B uncomplimentary remarka re 
gurding the Catholic church's connection 
with tho liquor traffic This was resontod 
by Father Murphy, who declared ho would 
not hear his church insulted. The Presi- 
dent after much difficulty succeeded in 
calming tho troublo, when Father Chiniquy 
apologized and the matter dropped.

Important Resolutions Adopted by 
the Colonial Conference— The 
Cable Project.

New Yohk, July 4.— Mioa Anna Melton, 
the young Amorican missionary tho victim 
of an unprovoked and murderous attack in 
the village of Dareo, in the Koordish moun- 
tains last summer, and who barely escaped 
with her life, arrived in this city by the 

toamer Werra from Genoa, Italy. The 
assault from tho timo of its occurrence 
has been the subject of correspondence 
botweentheU. S. governmentandthatof Tur- 
key. Miss Melton says it being too warm to 

pend tho summer in Mosul, so, with Rev. 
W. E. McDowell, wo left last year to paBB 
the heated term in tho cooler regions of the 
mountains. Our destination was Amodia, 
formerly a fortress in tho mountains, the 
town boing situated on solid rock. 
According to the schedule we had 

rranged I started for Dareo, ono of tho set- 
tlements of tho old Nostorian Christians, a 
half-hour journey away, over a rough road. 
Ono of the Nestorians, a man of prominence, 
accompanied mo as my servant, whilo I was 
attended by a native paBtor. The governor 
of Amadia offered us an escort of soldiers, 
but wo declined thoir services. For tho 
first fow days cerything was most agroe- 
ablo and pleasant. My tent wua pitched on 
the roof of the house in which I was stop- 
ping. A girl servant slept just without my 
taut, whilo tho native paator waa on a roof a 
few feet away, and tho old man whoso guest 
I was being aleo near by on a roof a little 
below tho level of the one op which I waa. 

Ou the night of June 14, five days after 
my arrival in the dim light I saw a form 
leaning over some of my luggage on tho op- 
posite aido of tho tent. The figure advanced 
towards me, carrying a heavy hickory club 
with a orook at the end, which ia ono of tho 
favorito weuponB of tho Koorda. Before I 
had timo to arouse mysolf, tho man advanced 
end struck at mo with his club. I screamed, 
and thon I heard tho Bound of rapid firing 
aud that of poople running away. Tho man 
finally broke down tho frame work to my 
scroen, and when I mado an effort to got 
up struck mo repeatedly over the head. \Ve 
struggled togother until wo had traversed 
tho tent, when in some way ho lost his bal- 
ance and foil off' Blood was streaming from 
tho wounds in my head and body. Tho 
women dressed my wounds, which did not 
prove serious, although painful. Evidonco 
waa found to show that soldiera of tho gov- 
ernment wero tho guilty parties, in addi 
tion to ono or two councillors, ono 
of whom sat aa tho magistrate at 
tho first hearing. It took a long 
time to mako any arrests, although 
tho guilty persona wero well k'nown. Final- 
ly, all tho pornona wero arroated and tried. 
Eight woro found guilty, but thoir caaea 
woro Bi-nt to tho higher court of review at 
Bagdad." A letter from Rev. Mr. McDow- 
ell says tho prisoners had boon released by 
tho roviowing court. Mr. MoDowoIl looked 
upon tho result of tho caso us most disas- 
trous to the eauso of missions and mado the 
U.S. government a laughing stock.

2:51.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, July 4.— The first practical re- 
sult of the colonial conforenco was announced 
to-day. After discussing the Pacifio cable 
project for three days tho commissioners 
passed a resolution expressing tho opinion 
that immediate etcps should be taken to 
provide tolograph communication freo 
from foreign control between the Do- 
minion of Canada and Australia. 
Tho preciso manner in which this 
event could be brought about provoked 
considerable discussion. The soverul ques- 
tions involved, whother or not^it Bhould be 
constructed and operated by tho govern- 
ment themselves or whether an effort should 
bo made to secure tho construction of a line 
by privato enterprise undor govern- 
mental backing, were severally de- 
bated. It w»b felt however that 
until something liko a definite idea of 
the coat wero obtained it would be (utile to 
proooed further. Accordingly a resolution 
was unanimously adopted aEking the Im- 
perial government to undertake a survey of 
tho ocean bed of tho proposed routes, the 
expense to bo borne in equal proportions by 
Great Britain, Canada and the Australian 
colonies. 

The following resolution, proposed by Mr, 
Suttor and seconded by Mr. Fitzgerald, 
wao also adopted: "That this conference 
is of opinion that any provisions in existing 
treaties betwoen great Britain and any for- 
eign power which prevents the self-govern- 
ing dependencies of the Empire from enter- 
ing into an agreement of commercial reci- 
procity with each other of with Great Brit- 
ain should bo removed." 

It was moved by Sir Charles Mills, sec- 
onded by Sir H. do V illiers and resolved, 
that it is for the interest of the Empire that 
in oase of tho construction of a 
cable between Canada and Australia 
such cablo should be extended 
from Australasia to tho Capo of Good 
Hope, and that for the purpose arrango- 
monta Bhould bo made botween the Im- 
perial and South African governments for a 
survey of tho latter route." 

It is expected that the business to morrow 
will have reference to tho important ques- 
tion of reciprocal trade between the colo- 
nies represented at the conference. Mr. 
Hofmeyer will be present at to morrow's 
sitting. 

Tho Queen has sent a gracious reply to the 
greeting of the conforenoe. The conference 
drafted a reply to Earl Rosebery'a congrat- 
ulatory message. 

Before the colonizttion committee of the 
House of Commons this morning there was a 
big kick against juvenilo Immigration from 
Great Britain. 

Tho government proposes to increase the 
Dominion note issuo from twenty to twenty- 
five millions. 

Matters in the House were lacking in in- 
terest to-day. The Lake Erie fishery regu- 
lation and cattle Boheduling by EDgland 
wero under diecuosion.

Tho heat was started 
at (3 p.m. Niokallo' time wub nine minutea. 
The reaulta of these hoata leave Vivian 
Nlokalls, Wright, Guinnoas, and Guy 
Nickalls to contest for tho prize to-morrow. 
Giiy Nickalls is tho favorito.

The alliance of Mr. Rithot, tho vice proai- 
dent, and hia local associates with the com- 
pany ia eapccially fortunato as it identities 
the intorests of tho corporation with those 
of tho peoplo of tho province, and insures 
tho mutual support and oo-oporation necos- 
sory. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT STATION. 

To the Editoh.— 1 have noticed of la'", 
both in your paper aud tho Timea, aevorai 
letters and articles referring to tho purchase 
of a aito for tho city electric light station, 
and inasmuch as my namo huB beon brought 
into some prominence in this matter I think 
it only juBt to myself that I Bhould fully ex 
plain my position. 

On the,7th of May Mr. Joshua Holland, of 
tho firm cf Morrow, Holland Ss Co., and of 
which firm I am given to understand Alder 
man Mutin ia a member, oallod upon mo at 
my office on Store street and asked mo to 
oblige him by writing to tho council offering 
a aito for tho propoaod electric light station. 
Ho told mo to write tho following letter 
which I handed to Mr. Holland : 

V'CTOi'.u, B.C., 7th May. 1891. 
To the Municipal Council of the City of 
Victoria: 

Gentlemen :— Understanding that you are 
desirous cf securing a suitable site for the dec 
trie light plant in this city, I bog to otter, on 
behalf of Mr. Spohr, lots 2 and ;i in block S, 
John street. Tno prico of same la 53,00!). 
Theso loth aro most advantageously Bltuatec* 
for tho purpose proposed, as tlioy aro in a onn 
fill position und on tho water front, which will 
enable soa-bomo coal to bo dolivered at a vory 
low rato. Believe mo to remain, yours truly 
(Signed) Henry Orokt 

I understood that Mr. Holland asked mo 
to writo tho lotter because ho could not vory 
well do it, Alderman Munn being a member 
of hia fiim. 

I did not at tho time of writing tho lotter 
ask Mr. Holland whether thoro was going 
to be any commission if tho sulo went 
through, neither did I expect any, I simply 
wroto the lotter to obligo Mr. Holland and 
did it as a favor and not in tho way of bus! 
neas. I never inquired where the iota were, 
neither could I at tho present timo locate 
tho lots on any map or plan, without finding 
their situation by the description. If I'had 
any business rotations with Mr. Holland in 
connection with the sale of thorn I should 
have found out their location and inquired 
into thoir valuo and what thoy woro assessed 
at. 

On May 1G, I left Victoria for a trip to 
Honolulu und returnod Juno 10. I then 
found on looking through my letter book 
that the following lotter had been sent dur- 
ing my abBeuoe, the samo having been writ- 
ten by Mr. Charles Green under instructions 
received from Mr. Joshua Holland.

Tho following lotter from Mr. Groeu to 
myself will explain his position: 

Dear Mit. Croft:— On May tho 28th Mr, 
Holland, of Mofars. Holland it Morrow, nskod 
mo (as you wero out of town) to writo out a 
tender to tho Mayor and Council of several 
properties which ho wished to olFor as sites suit 
ablo for eloctric light worka. llo informed mo 
that tho council had advertised for tenders and 
ho v. ished to send hia in that day. I wroto out 
tho tender und handod it to him. 1 think it 
was May tho 30th he showod mo a slip of paper 
cut from tho Colonist in which loia 2 and ,i, 
John street, wero quoted at 83,000 and S5.000. 
Ho asked mo to see Mr. Dowlcr und toll him 
thnt nny olt'ors or tenders for lots 2 and 3 John 
stroot madu previous to Kay 28 woro cancelled 
and that the tonder of May 28 was tho only ono" 
In force- I saw Bowler and informed him ac- 
cordingly. I am, yours truly, 
Charles Green. 

P.S.— You will find copy of tender written by 
mo in your letter book. C.G, 

July 3, 1891. 

Tho prico for the two lots in this letter 
was 55,000. On tho 11th of June, tho day 
after my roturn to Victoria, 1 wroto an- 
other lottor to tho Mayor, after being asked 
to do ao by Mr. Holland. In thiB I men 
tioned that tho price in my first letter 
should have beon $0,000 for the two lots, 
and not S3, 000. This prico I stated was 
cancelled by tho tender of §5,000 which was 
submitted during my absonco from the pro- 
vince. Tho following is a copy of tho let- 
ter : 

Victoria, B. C, 11th Juno. 1891. 

John Tcaguc, Esq., Manor, Victoria : 

Sir,— Upon my return to Victoria this morn 
ing 1 noticed in tho report of tho mooting of 
thektouncll at which tenders for site for elec- 
tric light plant were considered, that not only 
was my tonder considered, but my two former 
offers. These wero cancollod by tho tonder. 

1 regret that tho prieo for lots 2 and 3, block 
S, John street, should havo been quotod is S3,- 
000; ir ought, lo have been §0X00, or $3,(00 per 
lot. Thi- price was reduced in tho tonder to 
$5,000. Inn similar manner my tender for lot 
13, block L, Work estate, was $3,750, instead of 
§7,750, us mentioned in my previous loiter.

To explain this lotter more fully I may 
state lh*f. the prieo sent in on May 7 was 
§3,000. Tho tender of May 28 was §5,000. 
My lotter of llih Juno atuted that tho prico 
of May 7 ought to have ucen §(i,000, thero 
being only two offers, tho loiter of JuDe 11 
simply rectifying tho error in prico of May 
7, und not three offers, as mentioned in Mr. 
Keith-Wilson'e letter in the Times of June 
22, viz : LotB 2 und 3 block 8., John Btreot, 
§3 000; do., §5,000; do., §0.000; and 
which Mr. Wilson states, " Sinco then the 
price has beon raised from tho first tonder 
of §3,000 to §5,000 and finally lo §0,000 
Mr. VVilaon perhapa having beon misled by 
my saying, "but my two former offers 
theao woro cancelled by the tender," when I 
really should have said "my ono offer orior 
to tho tendor of May 28." 

I may Bay that I never met Mr. Spohr' bo 
foro yostorday morning ; furthermore, I 
now understand from Mr. Holland that Mr, 
Spohr gave him a bond on tho lots prior to 
tho 1 Suh of Juno, therefore, Mr. Spohr had 
no right to offer tho lots on tho 18ch i>f Juno 
to tho city, nor 1 had ho tho right to make 
tho offer which appeared in this morning's 
Colonist.

I hope, sir, that this will sat- 
isfy tho publio that I had nothing moro to 
do with tho lots than simply to act the part 
of u lottor writer for Mr. Holland, and that 
if thero is any underhand work, as has beon 
stated in tho papers, the undersignod has 
had nothing to do with it.

TO THE ELECTORS 

OF 

Victoria Oity Electoral District 



Gentlemen:— The general election now being 

near at h ind, and boim* a candidate for re- 
election, 1 wish to placo my views on snino of 
Lho questions commanding your attention, as 
well as to Intimate the lino of action which I 
shall tako nnd tho measures which I shall, if 
opportunity pormits, Bupport and maintain, 

Tho p rty now in power havo practically held 
ofllco for over olevon years. Their policy has 
beon an Indefinite ono on many of tho questions 
requiring consideration. At tho last general 
olocllon tho Opposition advocated reform in 
tho land laws of tho province, and havo been 
ablo lo mako some important changes. 

Tho privilege of -allowing speculators and 
non residents to tako up lurgo tracts of land 
has been taken away and tho lands aro now 
available for actual settlers. 

By tho eil'orts of tho Opposition the assess- 
ment of wild land has been much Improved; 
the ad iralcrem principle of assessment accord- 
ing lo tho land value, is now tin law. 

Tlioro aro two essential matters yet to bo car- 
ried out In connection with the cncouragiDg of 
agriculture settlers. First, tho Barv eying of 
availablo lands] for such u (purpose and giving 
tho necessary Information by the Lands and 
Works Department; second, the makUg of 
roads to such sottb'ir.eats, so that tho farmer 
may ho able to bring his produce to market— 
such a policy as this must be adopted In order 
to dovelop and encourago tho tanning Industry 
cf our Province. By ho doing wo shall ada 
much to our wealth and prospeiity. 

The railway policy of tho Government has 
not been a business-liko ono. From tho timo of 
tho grant given to tho Usqulmalt & Nanuinio 
Railway down to the Nakusp & Slocan deal, 
tho intercs s of the Province and tho welfare 
of the people have not been well guarded. On 
the one hand a corporation' receives a largo 
subsidy nnil an Iniinenso tract of land, freo 
from luxation for ever ; on the other, a privato 
company is subsidized by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to tho full cosL of the road us well as in- 
terest on tho samo for twenty-five pears. Ono 
cannot but eomo to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a character is likely to 
bring tho credit of tho Province into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to bo deplored; 
but monopolies backed by Government aid anil 
support aro often tho most diillcult to over, 
co 15 o. Govornmont aid to such an extent as 
has been given in tho instances rc-forred to 
precludes other roads from being assisted or 
built. As nn instance of this wo recognlzo tho 
diilleulty tho British Pacific Railway will havo 
In dealing with theEsquimalt. & Nnnaimo IUil- 
way and lis existing righLs. Thus by tho action 
of tho presont Government in tho past it looks 
as if tho province wero at tho mercv of ring- 
Btorsand monopolists who are despoiling tho 
peoplo of thoir heritage. 

I inn opposed to tho exocutlvo using its power 
to mako largo appropriations of monoy by 
special warrant for roads, streot s, bridgos ana 
public works, without first submitting such to 
tho legislature. Such a course of nction loads 
to favoritism and corruption and is not in ac- 
cord with tho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, nnd will contlnuo to do so, 
tho reduction of taxation on imp ovomontsand 
the abolition of taxes on mortgages. The lattor 
imnost presses doubly bard upon tho borrower, 
and tho repeal of this law would bo in tho In- 
tcrrst and for tho advancement of tho province. 

Tho practice followed on tnoovo of a goneral 
election of promising aid to public works and 
institutions by members of tho ex :cutivoshould 
bo condemned, us it is attempting to bribo tho 
electors with thoir own money. Tho independ- 
ent electors Bhould answer this by sendingmen 
to tho Legislature who will do thoir utmost to 
remove such ministers from power. 

DuriDg tho past four yoirs legislation has 
boon brought about, chielly by tho Opposition, 
In reforming tho School Lnw. Tho residents of 
tho cities havo now greator powor over tho man- 
agement of their schools, and more is yot desired 
in this particular. I shall uao my best endeav- 
ors to bring this about, so that our Bcln oIb may 
bo freo of all political inlluences. 

I havo also advocated further restriction on 
Chinese immigration and tho employment of 
Chinese by nny company seeking charters or 
grants from the LegiJlaturo. 1 linvo ndvocated 
and Btill mnlntcin that a clause should be In- 
serted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent tho omplojment of this class of 
labor. 

I nlao havo advocated tho nccofBity of em- 
ploying rea'doms of tho Province instead of 
non-reaidonts orforelgncrs in the prosecution of 
all works-pi contracts let by tho Government. 

It is impossible in nn addiess of this kind to 
touch on all questions affecting the Province. 
1 hopo, however, boforo long to have the oppor- 
tunity of addressing tho electors in publio 
meeting at which timo 1 will refor to matters 
moro oxtonsivoly. 

Hoping that my past record as a representa- 
tive in tho Local Legislature has been accept- 
able to you, I nguin seek your votes and sup- 
port.

Au Ice Famine Iraraineut lu ("liicafjo— 
Strikers Sworn in as 
Deputies. 



Militia Called Ont ami Assistance 
Demanded -Sympathy With 
, The Rioters. 



CHICAGO, July 4. —An ice famine is immi- 
* e-?ii! and is tho moat serious rsault of the 
tie-up of the railroads, more Berious thsn 
tho threatened famine in fruita, vegetables, 
butter, eggo, *. .1 Bimilor goods. Tho atrike 
haa practical'"/ tied all aotion in tho rail- 
road offices, ind every road running into 
Chicago is nukit. ; largo rcductiona in its 
offico foroe. Nearly all the omployea in the 
freight departments have been laid off, and 
more dieiharges will folbw if the trtublo ia 
not over by Thtrp'.'iy. There was no im- 
portant ohangi lu. the atriko situation. 
Tho railroads . waiting for Federal assis- 
tance. 

Chief United States Deputy Marshal Don- 
nell anid to day .hat moat of tho men who 
appeared to ; f vurn in aa deputy marshals 
were sou t there (>y tho strikers " There 
were 20d men Bent there by tho nim>'g;ru of 
tho atriko," lie said, : ' and it was useless to 
keep on with the buaineBa of stearin;; in 
deputies, for nearly tho wholo supply was 
coming from the ranks of tho strikers, 
Many of thu dcj-atlea at Blue Island and 
other pi • were in loaguowith the strikers 
and were not to be depended upon by tho 
government." 

" We are making every effort to provent 
t rouble on the Fourth," said President Debs 
to day, " and if thoro is any trouble it will 
not bo cf our making." President Debs waa 
a8ked by a representative of the Associated 
PrcBS hia opinion of thoeff.ct the injunction 
process of tho Federal court Trould have 
upon the boycott. " I havo not bcon aerved 
with the injunction," said Deba, " and I 
want to say diatinctly that none of our 
officers are running from any court process. 
' The injunction aa I read it in the nows- 
paporu seem to restrain the men from doing 
exactly what wo havo always forbidden 
them to do. Railroad employes havo an 
unquestionable right to withdraw individu- 
ally or in a body from tho service of the 
company, but they havo no right to inter- 
fere with others employed to tako their 
place3. Supportod aa wo are, financially 
and otherwise, by all the labor organizations 
of the country without exception, we have 
no misgivings." 

Sacuamknto, Cal., July 4.— After I ho 
Southern Pacific yard had been oleared yes- 
terday, a train waB mado up with San Fran- 
cisco aa its destination. It coattined 
several mail cars which were coupled 
nearest tho engine. Behind theao woro a 
number of Pullman cara and day coachea. 
Everything waa in apparent readinesa for 
the aignal to start. The members of the 
American Railway Union had assisted the 
authorities in clearing tho yards of strikora, 
and some of them h»d assisted in a witching, 
w.ith the understanding that only a mail 
train would ha taken out. Tho " mail " 
was ono of tho kind which U. S. 
Attorney General Olrey had defined aa a 
regular mail train, but it had Pullmars 
attachod. When tho men saw these aleep- 
era they said that they could not go out. 
Then they proceeded to uncouple the cars. 
Bany Baldwin, tho United States marshal, 
stopped forward and commanded the men to 
atand back, but they did not heed blm. 
Thty kept crowding so closely upon iiiui 
that he waa thrown down a number of 
timea, and wa8 carriod on tho ahoulders of 
strikers for a considerable distance, and fin- 
ally deposited at the foot of the stairs load- 
ing to the railroad office. Meantime the 
Btrikera had auccei P >\ in uncoi p'ir^ tho 
Pullman cars, and then the crowd Bent the 
cara spinning back c- it of tho depot and into 
the yBrda. 

U. S. Marshal Baldwin at once sent a 
telegram to tho governor calling for the 
militia. Ha aleo sent a dispatch to the at- 
torney general at Washington City atating 
that the force at his command here is total- 
ly inadequate to protect tho maile, and no- 
tifying him that a requisition had been 
made upon Gov. Markham to call out the 
militia. Marshal Baldwin ia engaged to- 
n'ght in ewearinig in bueiness men to act as 
deputy United States marahala. Thus far 
over 100 busiuesH iiit-ti have been aworn in, 
much to their discomfiture. Many of thorn 
Bympathizi with tho atrikera and elo not 
reliah the idea of being called upon to op- 
peso them. 

San Francisco, July 4. — Orders havo 
been issued to tho FirBt regiment of I he 
National Guard of California to proparo to 
go to Sacramento. Preparations havo been 
mado to transport the regiment by rail. 
About 800 men are expected to report for 
duty. 

Wfst Oakland, July 4 — Tho strikers 
are oh"'" n 'tire the track at Sixteenth street 
in fi-H v p »t b'e way, in order to provent 
ihe pi»bu«^ ot trains carrying soldiers to 
Sacramento. Tho track ia being torn up 
and cars placed sc obs them. Tho National 
Guard, 800 strong, left San Francisco shortly 
boforo 11 o'clock, but havo not yet succeeded 
in getting beyond tho obstructed point. 



FAST ATLANTIC SERVICE. 

Sir William Van Home Thinks It Should lie 
Secured ut Any Cost. 

Montreal, July .'i. — In view of the fact 
that tho colonial confere.ico now sitting at 
Ottawa will discuss tho proposed fast At- 
lantic steamship service, tho following stato- 
mont from Sir William Van Home, presi- 
dent of tho C. P. R. ia given. After 
stating that ho had fuly studied 
the question, Sir William said 
" I hold that tho fast Atlantic aervico 
ahould bo secured at almost any coat. I 
look upon it aa tho necessary and natural 
supplement to tho enormous expenditure 
Canana has niudo for tho develop- 
ment of her railways and canals, and it 
will have a most poworful effect in attracting 
people to the country. I hold that i t would 
be folly to start at this late datu with a 
second rate lino. In order that it may bo 
effective and succosaful it muat he 
of the very highest oIbbs, it must 
bo all that money will mako it. 
Tho Canadian Pacific Company haa no fin- 
ancial interest in it, nor is it likely to have 
in any schomo now undor consideration.

Threo Men cm Board the "Queen'' Killed and 
Four Others Severely Wounded. 

KAMLOOrs, B. C, July 4.-(*pec ! .Dl)— 
The boiler of the ateamer Queen exploded at 
7 o'clock this morning on tho North Thou.p 
son river, 12 miloa north of here, and tho 
veaael waa blown to pieces. Sovon men waro 
aboard, ono man having been left eff threo 
milos south of where tho accident ocourred. 
Firomon Joseph Ruahond, of Vancouver, 
and Cook, with Joaeph Prietto, wero killed 
inatautly. Thero are no tracea of 
thoromaina. Capt. Ritohie, of Now West- 
minster waa ?oriously scalded, out and bruised; 
engineer Martin, of Now Westminster, sus- 
tained a severe cut. Peter Olaen, mine- 
ownor, J. E. Saucier, ownor of tho boat, and 
deckhand Louia Broullet, escaped. Tho 
vessel waa going to Louia crook for a Bhip- 
mont of oro and wob making a landing. The 
steam gauge marked sevonty-fivo pounds 
whon tho vessel atruok a snag and the ex- 
plosion ooourred. Tho stoamor was blown 
to piecos, and tho men who eecaped were 
hurled into the air and thrown in tho river. 
Captain Ritch'.e was Btruck on the back of 
the head by falling timbor. Louia Brou- 
lette was aoalded and shaken up. Ruahond 
waa married, hie wifo and two children 
being at Vancouver.

A FAIR DIVIDE. 

There are somo agitators in tho Pro- 
vince who aro doing their utmoBt to 
set the Island against tho Mainland, 
and tho Mainland against the Island. 
Thosn men do not care a button 
how much barm they do, or how much ill- 
feeling they create. Ail that they dosire is 
to got votes for the Opposition, no mutter 
by what means. A scurrilous electioneer- 
ing broadsheet, the authorship of which is 
by no means diffioult to discern, trios in the 
meanest and most dishonest way to oroate 
the impression that tho Govornmont has in 
the mutter of redistribution favored tho 
Ijlaud at tho expenso of tho Mainland. In 
order to show how fairly tho representation 
has been apportioned betwoen the two 
sections wo will give our readers a few 
figures easily authenticated from public 
(licumenta. 

We Lied by the cenBUs that in 1891 the 
white inhabitants of the Province were 
65,527. The number of members in the 
Legislative Assembly is thirty-threo. This 
gives an average of 1,986 inhabitants for 
each member. 

Tbero ore on tho Mainland 37,293 white 
inhabitants. That section of tho Province 
sends to the Legislature nineteen members. 
This gives to each member a constituency 
of 1,962 9 

On tho Island thoro is a white population 
of 27,997- They are repreBonted in the 
Legislature by fourteen members, being one 
member for every 1,999 8 inhabitants. 

This upportionmont is aa nearly mathe- 
matically fair as it is possible to make it. 
Compire tho figures : 

Tho Province has odo memb'r for every 
1,998 inhabitant.). 

The Muinland ono for evory 1,902 9 in- 
habitants. 

Tho Island" ono for ovory 1,999 S inhabi- 
tants. 

We soo from this that tho difToronco be- 
tween tho representation is too insignificant 
to bo worth mentioning, but what differ- 
ence there ia is in favor of tho Mainland. 
There is, howover, absolutely no grounds 
bb far aa representation is coucoruod for 
jealousy botwoon tho two sections, Tho 
mon thoreforo who aro^endeuvoring to oxcitu 
joalouay between Island and Mainland aro 
nothing better than unprincipled miaohief 
makoro. It is a reproach that thoro is 
among them at least ono clergyman. In 
taking the part ho does in tho prosont elec- 
toral contest ho will aoon Cud that he ia 
his own worat enemy. 



A BOLD ATTEMPT TO DECEIVE. 

It ia well known that Dr. Milne is not by 
any moans a brilliant man, but he is sup- 
posed to be passably honest. Put whotovor 
roputution ho had for honesty in political 
matters ho cortuinly forfeitod on Tuesday 
ovening, Ho was then guilty of a piece of 
docoption as impudent aa it was shallow. 
Liko tho other membors of tho Opposition 
he did what he could to belittle and to dam- 
ago the credit of tho Province. Closing a 
one-sided and not by any means oloar criti- 
cism of tho loanB ( fleeted by tho Finance 
Minister, ho is reportod in tho Times to have 
a kid: 

"It can rowdily bo reckoned that our 
binds aro not 91 but 87. This cannot bo 



Baid to bo a good showing when compared 
with even Idoal bonds. Victoria City sold 
some of her bonds the other day above par, 
while the provincial bonds only realized 
87." 

It will be observed that in making this 
comparison Dr. Milno did not say a single 
word about the rat< s of intereat. This omis- 
sion could not by any chanoe havo boon ac- 
cidental. To quote tho prices of stocks 
without mentioning the rati a por cent, is un 
not ao manifestly stupid or so transparently 
dishonest that a man of Dr. Milno's stand- 
ing and in Dr. Milno's position cannot bo 
supposed to have unwittingly committod it. 
If Dr. Milne had aaid that the in- 
terest on British Columbia stock was 
only 3 por cent,, whi'e the bondB 
with which ho compared them bora 4 j por 
cont. iuterost any, man who hud tho loast 
knowledgo of business would havo seen that 
thore was nothing whatever to admiro in 
the latter being sold at par. Assuming, what 
we aro not ut all prepared to admit, that the 
Doctor's figuroB uro correot, tho city in order 
to muko as gocd a bargain as tho Finance 
Minister did ought to havo received a high 
premium on its bonds instead of a paltry 
bonus of a miserable §300. 

Dr. Milno ought to havo told his audience, 
if he wanted to deal fairly with tho 
mon who composed it, that British 
Columbia 3 por cent, inscribed stock 
waB quoted on tho Kith of the pi esont month 
in tho London money market, not at 87, but 
at 93. This moans that tho man who wants 
British Columbia Govornmont stock bearing 
intorest at only 3 per cent, must give £9! 
for ovoiy hundred pounds of stock ho pur 
ohaBOB. It ia now in order for Dr. Milno to 
toll tho olectora of Victoria why he mado a 
comparison botweon tho aecuritieB of tho 
Govornmont and tho bonds of tho city with- 
out saying a word about the rato por cent, 
that each boarB. Waa thia glaring supproa- 
sion of tho truth caused by diahonesty or 
by stupidity? 

THE FLY-SHEET FRA UD. 

The Times comes out as a juatifierof forg- 
ory and also does a littlo lying on its own 
account. It says that in looking ovor tho 
garbled document two faota beoomo appar- 
ent. "One ia that only a portion of tho 
lottor i8 given, but then tho ahoet only pro- 
f jsses to givo only a portion." It Bays 
thia in the faco of the very conspicuous fact 
that tho vory first words of the ahoet are: 
" The following is a true copy of a letter 
sent to the Provincial Government," &c. 
When did the Times find out 
that " a true copy " of a letter 
meant half the letter. What 
tho ahoet profossea to give ia not a portion 
of the letter but a " true copy." So that 
one of the two things which our contem- 
porary professes to havo seen in the fly- 
sheet waB not thoro at all. Then in reply to 
our statement that there is no request of any 
kind to any Government in the forgod frag- 
ment, the Times has nothing but a mean- 
ingless (juibble to advance. The forgery is 
an insult to tho intelligence of the porsona to 
whom it is addressed and whom it ia in- 
tended to influence. It is not in tho power 
of capital letters, us some idiots appoar to 
imagine, to put senao and signifi- 
cance into an absurd and irrelev- 
ant document. Tho lottor had no mora 
influence over tho Government than a frag- 
ment torn at random from a back number of 
tho Times. No action was taken upon it by 
anyone, and no one now beforo tho people 
ia accountable for tho statements it con- 
tains. It is an impudent attempt to cheat 
electors into the belief that because some- 
ono two yoara ago thought that tho restric- 
tions ought tu be taken off Chinese immi- 
gration, workingmon aro to day in danger 
of suffering from inoroased Chineso competi- 
tion. The whole thing ia a fraud of the 
clumsiest kind, and shows to what straits 
the Opposition are driven when thoy resort 
to it. The Times, by the way, does not at- 
tompt to show why tho names of tho Oppo- 
sition candidates aro placed in conBpicuouB 
bttora at tho end of the forgery. Are they, 
too partieB to tho fraud.

tho publio mind with prejudice. They have 
no standing to Iobo and aro entirely without 
Boruples aa to tho methods they employ. 

It is a strange sight in a country 
like this to see mon of this stamp,

Cotton, Duval, McGoor, Max- 
well, and a host of their ilk, at tho head of 
affaira in British Columbia. *No R onder 
that a prominent; British financior tele- 
graphed back after a brief visit to this Prov- 
inco that if tho Opposition wore roturned it 
would greatly injure tho credit of British 
Columbia.

THE KOREAN CRISIS. 



Possibility That Euplaud May 
Brought Into the Quarrel 
as China's Ally. 



Be 



Japau Refuses to Withdraw Her 
Troops and Demands the Chinese 
Kesident'a Dismissal. 

News from Japan by tho B.M.S. Empross 
of China, just arrived, in oonneution with 
tho Korean crisis, in of a moat alarming 
character, and had it been earlior received 
would havo fully proparod tho intelligent 
reader for tho information contained in the 
published cablegram from London in yeator 
day's isauo— that active hostilities between 
China and Japan havo all but commenced 

For weeks past both nations havo been 
landing troops and munitions of war, mak- 
ing at tho samo time olahorato though hur- 
ried preparations for combatting a formid 
able enemy, while preserving an outward 
show of amicable intention. Until twelve 
days ago, tho Tokyo papers iiiBiatod that 
tho Chinese and Japanese governments wore 
acting in perfect accord in roforenco to the 
dispatch of troops to Korea, the understand- 
ing being that tho Chinese forces should he 
used to quell tho insurrection, and the 
Japanese to protect and preserve order in 
Seoul, tho capital. Li Hung Chang was re- 
ported to hare given tho Tokyo cabinet the 
assurance that no ChiueBO soldiers w< u d be 
aeut to tho capital, and that the Chinese 
forces would bo at once withdrawn ou the 
suppression of tho revolt. 

" If this bo bo," commented tho Yoko 
hama Daily Advertiser, " and if no Japan- 
ese troops are to bo sent to tho sceno of dis- 
turbance, it is felt that tho danger of a col- 
lision hotweon tho two expeditions will bo 
very slight. Still thero are not wanting 
thoBo who contend that the prostige of Ja- 
pan in Korea will not bo proporly upheld 
unleas sho takes an active hand in suppress- 
ing tho rebellion. " 

That Japan has gone oven further is 
borne out by tho latest cablo advices, which 
announce that aho has eummoned tho King 
of Korea to relinquish Chinese suzerainty, 
to declare his indepondenoo, to accept Jap 
aness protection and to dismiss the Chinese 
Resident. In answer, tho Chinese viceroy 
has ordered twenty more battalionB of Chin- 
ese troops to Korea immediately, thoro be- 
ing no hope of an agreement being reached 
with Jjpan. 

" Tho Chineae a-o beginning to realizo," 
wri 1 ,03 a Shanghui correspondent, "that 
they may have to light what they regard aa 
a very insignificant power— Japan. It is 
generally believed that Franco and Russia 
will support Japan in resistance to China in 
Korea by force of arms. Should this happen, 
will China look to Eugland for assistance ?" 

Tho majority of the European nations as 
well as the principal Oriental powers and 
the United S'a'es now huvo naval forces on 
the sceno of all tho trouble. The Britiah 
cruiaer Severn left Japan on tho date of tho 
Empress' Railing, and the remainder of the 
British squadron wore under orders to pro- 
ceed to sea within twenty four hours. 

The Japanese papers il«¥oll with grati- 
fication upon the fact that Li Hung Chang 
had underestimated Japan's power of mobi- 
lization and transport. Tho force sent by 
the Mikado e government to Seoul in '8 1 waa 
so small that it was not thought for a mo 
meut, by China at leaet, that Japan would 
or could in the timo at her disposal deep itch 
so strong an expedition as sho now haB, un- 
der command of Major-General Chhira Y'o- 
ahima«a. The Chinese government eont 
only 2,000 men at first, and, to quote the 
North China Mail, " on hearing tho 
news that a large forao of Japanese had 
entered Seoul, Li Hung Chang was highly 
dismayed and decided to ,'greatly augment 
his forces. Mr. Yaun, tho Chineae resident 
at Seoul, telegraphed for reinforcemonta 
when the Japanese troops entered tho Ivor- 
-•ean oipital. It is estimated th?tJcpanha8 
at present 10,000 troopB in Korea, while 
her warships are in tho me j >rity in' Korean 
waters. Among them are tho Mataushlma. 
(coaat defence vessel), (lying tho Admiral's 
flag, Yoshino, Takao, Chiyoda, Chikushi, 
Yamato.'and Musashi (cruisers), tho Akagi 
and Chokai (gunboats), and tho Yaeyama 
(despatch boat). Tho land forces include 
two regiments of infantry, ten troops of 
cavalry, numerous batteries of artillery, and 
complete companies of engineors and com- 
{nlilarint, t° which havo been added within 
the last ten days ambulance and field tele- 
graph corps. What the Chinese troops 
number it is impoaaiblo to Cbcimate, as 
pverj> source of information is vigilantly 
guarded by the authorities. 

On Juno 20, 10,000 troops were repirted 
entering Korea from Icho, while five Chin- 
ese men-of-war were anchored eff Chullado'a 
chief port. The Japanese minister, Ofori, 
had, before the Bailing of the Empress, 
formally refused tho demand of Mr. Yuan 
(Chinese Resident at Seou 1 ) and of tho Kor- 
ean government for tho withdrawal of Jap- 
anoao troops from Korea. Tho rumor was 
current in Shanghai at the last mail advices 
that Vicercy Li had received secret instruc- 
tiona from tb.3 thr n? to send (i.OOO foot and 
2,000 cavalry, drawn from Port Arthur and 
Taliewan, to hold Sooul and Chemulpo at all 
haz»rds, and that two Equadrona Bhould bo 
dispatched immediately — tho ono to tho 
south-eaaterly extremity of tho straits be- 
tween Korea and Japan, and tho other to 
patrol tho waters between Fuaan and Oho- 
mulpo. Tho Nanysug fleofc also had left 
with sealed instructions, and tho military 
governor of Fengtien was dispatching 1,000 
cavalry across the Yu!u into Korea. 

Tho revolt in Chullado is by no meuns 
quolled yot, though a few days ago a mes- 
eago was sent to tho United States admiral 
on tho llagship Baltimore, to the effect that 
General HoDg had defeated tho rebels, kill- 
ing their loader, and rotuken Zjnshiu. It 
is reported now that Goneral Hong dees not 
want or intend to net against tho rebels, 
and that orders have been Bent for his ar- 
rest. A messonger sent by the Korean king 
to the rebels bearing a meaaago offering to 
puniah the cfliceia who hud oppressed tho 
pooplo, if thoy (tho Togaku party) would liy 
down their arms and return peaceably to 
their homes, waa killed by the rebels. Local 
cllicials in eight divisions of tho kingdom — 
with exception of Bin family — aro said to 
sympathize with tie Tog.ku mi r. The 
capture of Zsnshiu by tho rebels waa accom 
pliahed on May 31, whon 400 men of tho 
government army wcro lulled or wounded 
The oommander-iu chiof of tho government 
army in miBairg, and is bolioved to bo 
killed, and tho fate of tho governor of Chul 
Isdo ia also unknown. 



DUUlNTOxN DaY DINNEH.- 

Canadian Celebration In London— Some of 
tne Speeches ami the Tonics Touched 
Upon. 

London, July 3. — At tho dinner in honor 
of Dominion Day given at tho Westminator 
Palaco hotel, Sir Charles Tupper, high com- 
missioner for Canada, presided. Ono hun- 
dred and twenty persona were present, in- 
cluding Lords Lome, Norton, Braasoy, and 
Swansoa, Leonard H. Courtney, M P ; Sir 
James Whitohead, Sir .1. E. Harland, James 
Raukin, A. D. Provand, Col. CharleB E H. 
Vincent, and Sir Saul Simue), agent gener- 
al in London for the colony of Now South 
Wales. In tho absence of Hon. Edward 
Blake, who was to have responded to tho 
toast, to " Tho Dominion of Canada," and Sir 
Donald A. Smith, who was to havo pro- 
posed tho Governors of Canada past and 
present/'thetoaat^worflunitod and proposed 
by Sir Charles Tupper, who reforred to tho 
opening a few weeks ago of tho Sault Sto. 
Mario canal, giving Canada unbroken com- 
munication from the Straits of Belle Inlo to 
Lake Superior. In alluding to tho Bohr 
Boa controversy, he said a few years ogo 
auoh a diBputo would havo boon settled by a 
terrible war ; but the two groat Eoglish- 
speaking families had cordially accepted 
arbitration and had carried into effect tho 
award, a fact which showed that at no 
future date would war bo wagod botwoon 
them. Tho faot that a poaceful settlement 
had baen reached had deeply affeoted Euro 
peau powois, showing them that there was 
a higher and better arbitration than tho 
fl-vnrd. Tho cnuferenco under the shadow 
of tho crown in Ottawa was of the greatest 
importance. 

in conclusion, ho praised tho Earl of Aber- 
deen f >r tho manner in which he had re- 
ceived the delfgiioa to tho conferonco, add- 
ii u that the Earl of Jersey, tho English 
delegate, was persona grata to both 
Australia and Canada. 

The Marquis of Lome, in responding to 
Sir Charlea' toast, said that the Ottawa con- 
feronco showed what a central position in 
the world'a history Canada was destined to 
occupy. Tho Princess Louiso and himBelf, 
ho added, regarded the years they had spent 
in Cauada as tho happiest in their lives. 

General Laurie prrpued tho toast to par- 
liament. Ho lamented the fact, that tho im- 
perial parliament was spending its timo on 
local issues, -and that tho local parliament 
had to dlscufH imperial questions. 

Leonard H. Courtney, who rcplifd to 
General Lauiie's toast, defended the impo- 
rial parliament. That body, he said, hud 
shown wisdom in accepting Canada'a Do- 
minion scheme in 1SG7, and it might again 
show wisdom in accepting a achomo eman- 
ating from Ottawa. Telegrams wero roud 
from the Earl of Aberdeen, tho Earl of 
Derby, tho Marquis of Liuedowno and the 
Marquis of Duff^rin, expressing regret that 
thoy were unuhle to be present and convey- 
ing their congratulations. 



FIRE AND PESTILENCE. 

Japan Again the Scene of Earthquake Visit- 
ation and of a Disastrous Con- 
flagration. 

Tho Oriental mail brought by tho Em- 
press contains news of the visitation of 
Yokohama and Tokyo by a terrific oarth- 
quako on Juno 20, numerous buildings be- 
ing destroyed, and thirty or more Uvea lost. 
The former city waa aho tho acene of a dis- 
astrous fire on ths 17th ultimo, by which 
738 familiea wero rendered destitute, repre- 
senting 2,019 men, women and children. 
The epidemic in tho royal military college 
at Tokyo is spreading, and 225 out of tho 
0S0 students attending havo been struck 
down. 

The marino court of inquiry, ap 
pointed to investigate tho circumstances 
conneoted with the stranding of the ship 
Drumeltan, havo completed their labors, 
and returned a verdict severely eona'.'ring 
the captain, whoso certificate hos, howevor, 
been returned to him.

THE PLAGUE IN HONGKONG. 



Distressing Incltlenta in the A filleted 
City— Over One Thousand 
Deaths. 



Cayituiu Vesey, a British Army Hero, 
a Victim to tho Eastern 
Pestilence. 



Passengers who arrived from tho" Orient 
by the Empress of China on Tueaday oven- 
ing entertain widely differing opiniona in 
regard to tho plaguo situation at Hongkong, 
some denouncing tho reports which have 
roaohod tho outside world as groasly exag- 
gerated, while others asBcrt that tho half 
has not boon told. Mr. Mannock, iho great 
Manchester cotton miller, who is returning 
to his English homo from an extended tour 
of tho Orient, soys that the condition of 
Canton beggars description, the filthy con- 
dition and bad management of tho city in- 
viting the visitation of postilenco. Whilo 
there ho himself camo across tho unin- 
terred body of a man who had evidently 
boon doad some hours, lying in one of the 
prinoipal stroots, where it would probably 
remain for a day or more. Other equally 
distressing incidonts are reported, tending 
to show how completely tho fear of tho 
plaguo haB takon possession of tho inhabi- 
tants of the Oriental cities. 

An exchange of June 14 gives the returns 
in Hongkong to that date as follows: Now 
cases for tho day, SO; doaths, 83; under 
treatment, 203; and total deaths to date, 
1,013. Anothor papor of tho day previous 
says : 

" The plaguo was raging in Hongkong 
with increased virulonco when tho last mail 
loft, and a gloom had boen cost over tho 
colony by tho death of Capt. Vasey of the 
Shropshire Light Infantry. This oflicor waa 
oneof thoso who had volunteered foromploy- 
mont in house to houao visitation. Ho waB 
attacked by tho diseaso on May 31, but hia 
form of Bickneea was thought to bo mild 
until June 4, when ho had a sudden rolapso, 
dying about 10:30, after having been uncon- 
scious and delirious for some hours. Tho 
body was interod with full military honors 
in Happy Valley, Tho deceased was a na- 
tive of Dublin, and had served with his 
regiment through tho Egyptian war of 1SS2 
and in tha oxpodition to tho Soudan in 1885, 
being present at tho taking of Suakim. 

Drs Kitusato ard Aoyama, who wero sont 
as a medical commission from Japan by tho 
government of that country, telegraphed 
homo two days before tho Empress sailed 
from Yokohama, "Just arrived. The plague 
is raging with great- virulence" Tho prox- 
imity of Nagasaki to Hongkong, in tho 
matter of steam communication, has roused 
tho foreign residents of tho formor port to 
action, and Btepa havo bean taken to tho- 
roughly cleanso tho city and prevent if pos- 
sible tho introduction of summor pestilence.

Political Opponents Admit That His 
Folicy Is Absolutely Impreg- 
nable to Attack. 

Mr. Smith, the Opposition Candidate, 
Expresses His Opinion of Mr. 
Forster's Course. 



NORTH FIELD, July 2 — (Special) — A 
largely attended public meeting in the in- 
terest of Mr. John Brydon's candidature 
v;aB held hero this evening, Mr. J. 15. Hugo 
presiding, and announcing that Mr. Bryden 
and his opponent, Mr. Ralph Smith, would 
each be allowed ono hour, fifteen minutes 
being given to each of thoir supporters 
who would follow them. The chairman 
naked for a fair hearing for each and all, 
and promieed with the aeaiBtanco of the 
audience to have no unseemly interruptions. 

Mr. Biyden received an enthusiastic wel- 
come on taking tho platform. It was the 
first time, ho said, that ho had had the 
ploasure of addressing tho peoplo of North- 
field, but as it was UBual on auch occasions 
to issue a definito platform, by which tho 
electors might judge after niaturo consider- 
ation the claims of a candidate upon them, 
ho hud had such a document prepared, and 
had sent one to every oleotor in 
the district, thoreby placing himBelf 
plainly and fairly before tho peoplo. 
fie thought that tho government's polloy 
was sound, progressive and well calculated 
to develop both the existing and tho latent 
resources of the province. Ho was not pro- 
pared to support the government in every 
particular, but their general policy met his 
hearty approval and would havo his ontiro 
support. The opposition dwolt much on 
the fact that tho liabilities of tho provinco 
were incroaBing, but it was significant that 
they remained silent respecting tho assets. 
The liabilities of the province woro littlo 
more than the liabilities of Vancouver and 
the assets covered the debt. Tho present 
government had built 110 school houses at a 
cost of §174,441, ten jails and lookups, $20,- 
985 and twelve court houses, §100,092; tho 
government had had surveyed 595,000 acres 
of land at an txpenBO of $83,424; had con- 
structed 12,000 miles of road, 8,000 miles cf 
trail and 000 bridges; and had kept in good 
repair 5,000 miles of road and bridges at a 
coat of $1,531,633, making a total of §2,- 
700,225, or a total expenditure on necessary 
and desirable public works during this 
period of over §2,000,000. If we deduct 
from this 5300,000 for ropaira wohavo Btill an 
expenditvro of somo §1,700,000 on public 
works which now represent assets 
that are fully equal to tho ex- 
penditure mado on them. So ho 
thought that they could give a good 
account of tho disposal of the public funds. 
It had been charged that the railways had 
not all been built in the interest of tho 
province. Ho could not accept that view of 
the case, for thoy not only benefited tho 
country through which they ran, developing 
tho various tributary resources, but were a 
part of tho expansive Byatem of tho present 
government which was beneficial to the 
whole provinco. He next dealt particularly 
with the Nakusp & Slocan Railway. Thero 
had baen certain charges made by tho oppo- 
sition against tho government respecting 
this railway, but they had not only failed to 
substantiate the charges, but bad aba lutoly 
declined to appear before a properly con- 
stituted court uppointed for the purpose of 
investigating the matter. They had shielded 
themselvcB behind tho plea of want of funds, 
but that plea was palpably untenable; such 
actions wero both vile and cowardly. The 
court after a full, free and fear- 
leas examination into all the facta, 
had declared that the government 
had acted disinterestedly ; that thoy had 
not been influenced by corrupt motives ; and 
that they had worked solely in the interest 
of the country. Further, their finding had 
not only stated that tho chargo waa falae, 
but had severely eentured the conduct of the 
opposition in the matter. Tho court was 
above question, beiog composed of the late 
ond respected Chief Justice Sir Matthew 
Baillie Begbie, |and Mr. Justice Burbidgo. 
In regard to tho Canadian WoBtorn scheme, 
he (Mr. Bryden) had not a knowledge of tho 
details, and did not know the exact nature 
of the country through which it was pro- 
posed to build the road ; neither was ho 
acquainted with the terms of tho agreement 
between the promoters and the government, 
and therefore he waa not preDared to discuss 
tho matter intelligently. 

Mr. Bryden next roviewod his plat- 
form in dotail, and continued: "Mr. 
Smith will toll you that tho govern- 
ment have nothing to do with the extonsion 
of tho E. &> T . Riilway, and that tho fact of 
the eleotors returning mo to tho house will 
have no influence in tho matter. He will 
tell you that I can do as much an a privato 
citizen as I can from a scat in tho houao. I 
will endeavor t-j show you that Buch a state- 
ment is not in accordance with f icfc. Ah a 
member I can urge and may be successful in 
indac'ng the government to build tho trunk 
road through to Comox, which will act as a 
great stimulus to sottlora. They will be 
enabled then by to communicato more free- 
ly with tho outside world and more particu- 
larly the markets. It is apparent to all 
that it would be a greater inducement for 
the E. & N. to extond their road when they 
realized that tho country waa being more 
liberally settled. So you will recognize 
tho fact that Mr. Smith's argument is both 
weak ar.djuntenable. 

" In regard to small holdings, I strongly 
favor an expansion of tho very desirable Bys- 
tem already inaugurated by tho government. 
It will bo particularly benofjeial to mechan- 
ics and others who aro unablo to secure 
steady employment in cities. They can de- 
velop thoir email holdings profitably to 
themselves and with groat udvantago to tho 
province, and enablo a great number of 
others to earn c. happy and independent 
livelihood, The land owned by the Hudson 
Biy and other companies in tho neighbor- 
hood of cities, whioh tho government 
hopo to ace divided into Bmall holdings, waB 
not given away by tho governmont aa somo 
of the opposition candidates would load tho 
public to believe, but it was given to these 
companios by the Imperial authorities in 
very early days." 

Mr. Bryden next spoke respecting tho 
Crofter schome, which ho said ho did not en- 
tirely approve of, bin opinion boing that it 
would be better to induce tho Dominion gov- 
ernment to looato and develop tho doop-soa 
fisheries. Privato capital would follow. Tho 
Lnporial government hoforo Bonding out its 
citiV.:ns to develop any industry would ask 
that facts and avidenoe ho furuiahod for its 
consideration und approval. 

He waa prepared to Buppcrt practical 
measures tending to tho safety of those em- 
ployed in minea, and Btrongly supported 
conciliation in labor disputos. All differ- 
ences Bhould bo met and adjusted in a 
friendly nnd conciliatory spirit ; that courso 
had been very succesBfull in tho dispute 
at tho government buildings in Victoria only 
B few ciuys ago. Roforriug to tho perplex, 
irg Chinese question ho thought that if an 



Imperial commission composed of Imperial, 
Dominion and Provincial members, were 
appointed to consider this oft-referred to 
grievance it might be Bottled once and for 
all. He was glad to observe that groat care 
had been taken by tho government to 
provide againBt the introduction of oontagi- 
ous diseases, and particularly against tho 
Black Ueuth," whioh is prevailing in the 
East. The exorcise of auch vigilance natur- 
ally gavo the peoplo a foeling of security. In 
regard to drinking and gambling ho felt 
strongly. Ho thought that all games of 
chance in places where liquor was sold 
should bo Btoppod, and believod in recrea- 
tion grounds for tho youth. Gambling 
saloons seemed to havo a great alluring in- 
fluence ouer tho youth of tho country, and 
until provontivo measureB wore inaugurated 
legitimate and worthy amusements would 
bu neglected and tho gambling saloon flour- 
ish. Mr. Bryden thanked tho audience und 
resumed his seat amidst hearty and continu- 
ed applause. 

Tho opposition candidato, Mr. R. Smith, 
in rising said that it was moBt diilioult to 
locate and fight an enemy when ho dons 
your own attire, and one who had heard 
Mr. Bryden Bpoak or had road his platform 
would certainly conclude that Mr. Bryden 
was an oppositionist. Ho did nob think 
that tho government had given any sign 
of adopting Mr. Brydon's platform. It waa 
a good ono and if ho (Mr. Bryden) "got 
there " ho wiahod him auccons in tho accom- 
plishment of his intentions. It waa easy to 
make promisee before ontoring tho house, 
but tho members of tho government 
have been slavoa to Davie. Mr. Bryden 
might provo an exception, as ho (Mr. Smith) 
believed him to bo honest in hia inteutiona. 
In regard to the Nakusp k Sloe in, ho did 
not wish to reflect on Mr. Eorstor, who had 
made tho chargo of corruption against tho 
government; but if ho (Mr. Smith) had 
made charges of corruption, ho would cer- 
tainly havo done his very best to substan- 
tiate the statements. Tho Commission waa 
omposod of human beings only, und they 
might possibly havo been biasied in their 
judgment, The opposition had boon driven 
into making theao extravagant atatomontB 
by the roticenco of tho govoinment; the op- 
position had opposed the bonusiog of rail- 
roads from fear of futuro ruinous effects. 

'If I wero asked, if elected would I sup- 
port this platform— Mr. Brydon's plat- 
form," Mr. Smith continued, "I should 
have considerable diflioulty in saying no ; 
ndeed, all reasonable men will support it. 
When Mr. Bryden gets thore I hopo ho will 
be successful in carrying out hia viows. In 
regard to tho extension of the E. & N. rail- 
way, what can Mr. Brydon do from hia seat 
in the houso '! What can the government 
do ? Why did Mr. Bryden not do this bo- 
fore ; we all acknowledge that tho extension 
is a necessity. In regard to cattle BtealiDg 
I do not soo that tho government are in a 
position to offer a reward for the conviction 
of tho offenders, but everything that can be 
done Bhould be done to atop this ovil. Re- 
specting Bmall holdings, it ia a good system, 
and tho government would bo quito safe in 
advancing monoy. Tho lands would be 
ample security. It would bo a great help 
to workiugmen. I do not think that tho 
financial policy of the government is as good 
as Mr. Brydon represents it to be. Beforo 
holping men to securo Bmall holdings it is 
necossary for the government to place itaelf 
in good financial standing," 

He claimed that conciliation in labor dis- 
putos would not be effective, and on the 
conclusion of his speech rccoived consider- 
able applauBO. 

Mr. Bioklo was tho next spoakor. He 
said that when the opposition were discuss- 
ing tho financial policy of the governmont 
they should take into consideration tho 
assets as well ns the liabilities- The op- 
position wore inconsistent. They denounced 
tho governmont for permitting their ex- 
pensive policy to "plunijo the country eo 
deeply into dobt ;" yet they propose buying 
out tho E k N. R., which would plunge 
them §3,000,000 more into dobt on an un- 
profitable bargain — and oxtend it to Csmox, 
which would sink tho government an ad- 
ditional §3,000,000 deoper. If tho Reform 
Club members wero elected, they would not 
consult tho wishes of thoir constituents, but 
would bo dictated to and sololy controlled 
by members of the Reform Club at Nanai 
mo. Mr. Bickle then reviewed tho two 
platforms at some lengih and showed quite 
effectually tho superiority of Mr. Bryden's 
over that of the Nanainio Reform Club, con- 
cluding his address amidst hearty applause. 

Mr. Boyco was next calltd on. Ho said 
thit he mado general charges against tho 
government. Their prcsont progrosaivo 
policy waa ruinoua ; tho same policy had 
caused tho present depression in tho States, 
and had fathered the Coxeyito movoment. 
The extension of tho E. & N. railroad to 
Comox would benefit tho railway company 
principally. Ho roferred to Australia, and 
said it waa not the fact of the government 
owning tho railroads that had caused the 
depression thore, but the largo holdings of 
Und by individuals. Mr. Bryden and Mr. 
McGregor, if elected, would bo opposed to 
each other. Ho nude passing references to 
several other matters and concluded a very 
brief addroBS. 

Mr. Dillon followed. Ho said that 
Mr. Smith had usaailod tho dead 
in rif erring to tho probability of 
tho iato Sir Matthew Beg bio beint; 
biassed in hia judgment on tho Nakusp & 
Slocan matter. Mr. Ilryden'a groat experi- 
ence and his intimate knowledge of tho re- 
quirements of the district, coupled with his 
high standing as a man, entitled him to tho 
Bupport of ovc.ry elector In tho district. He 
urged tho electors to do their duty and re- 
turn tho man whom thoy know to bo honest, 
trustworthy and well able to Bervo them in 
tho councils of tho country. Tho Captain 
was loudly and heartily applaudod at tho 
conclusion of hia sensible speech. 

Mr. Keith waB cordially rccoived. Ho 
said that tho fact of Mr. Smith being in tho 
province only a short time was no dis- 
qualification. It was rather to his credit 
that tho electors had aeon fit to honor him. 
He dwelt principally on thn Nakusp it 
Slocan matter, defending the auspicious 
attitudo of tho opposition, and saying that 
the governmont woro so roluctant in furnish- 
ing information that they woro to blame for 
what tho opposition had said, 

Mr Alox. Sharp was next to address tho 
mooting. Ho was vigorously cheered on 
coming forward. " I think," ho said, " that 
it is almoat presumption on my part to 
address you after such an array of speakers, 
iutonded and ex-mombers In anBWor to 
tho opposition cry of the increasing pro. 
vinciul indebtedness and thoir gonoral 
* blue ruin ' wail, I would point you 
to tbo faot that tho British Empire 
(tho greatest and tho best tho world 
haB ever seen) haB been built up 
to its present vustnesa on the same linos and 
uudor much tho samo policy that tho pro- 
Beut provincial governmont is pursuing. 
Monoy has been borrowed from her patrio'- 
ic citizenB to develop Britain's now great 
and giorious industries, whioh now when 
mature repay both iutorest and capital, 
liritain had raised loans for tbo purpose of 
oxtending her Empire. That liberal and 
progressive policy has been tho chief faotor 
in raising tho Empire to its prosont groat- 
uess." This atrong und telling enunciation 
und illustration of tho benefits of a progress- 
ive policy wisely and cautiously carriocl out 
caused a Bpontanooua outburut of applause 



"Cities" Mr. Sharp continued, " find it 
absolutely necessary to pursue the samo pol- 
icy, otherwise they would remain stagnant, 
their resources would be undeveloped and 
thoy would he entirely outstripped by more 
progressive towns. Tho boldness und pro- 
grossiveneBS of the Davio government has 
boon bonofioial gonorally and particularly to 
certain seotions of the Mainland. Tho 
towns of Nelson, Kaslo and several othera 
owe thoir existence to tho governmont. 
It is such a governmont that is required to 
Btoer tho affairs of a young country — men of 
foresight, of broad viows und of 
progressive idoas. Tho govornmont 
havo given Bufiioiont ovideuco of being pos- 
sessed of all these qualities. Tho Davio gov- 
ornmont havo mudo known thoir policy ; 
the opposition havo none." 

Ho thon mado roforenco to the narrow and 
nonprogressive policy of tho Beaven govern- 
ment. Ho hud nothing to say respecting 
Mr. Cotton, hut the rulo in England wob, 
when the least suspicion attached itself to 
a member of parliament, ho withdrow from 
public life until the cloud was lifted and he 
had succeeded in clearing himsolf entirely 
from BinpLciou. In making a final appeal 
to the olectora ho said that Mr. Bryden waB 
a man of groat individuality and rocognized 
business ability ; a man above BUBpicion, in 
whom everyone had confidence ; who would 
endeavor to perform all that he promised. 
It was apparont to every thinking man that 
it was to hia intoreBt to vote for him. 

Mr. Sharp in conclusion was most heartily 
and enthusiastically applauded. 

Mr. Bryden, on rising to reply, Baid that 
nothing had beon said that called for com- 
ment. Tho opposition oven approved his 
platform, so ho had nothing to answor. Ho 
again thanked tho audionco for thoir kind- 
ness and attention throughout tho evening, 
and after passing a vote of thanks to tho 
chairman tho meeting citns to a closo with 
cheora lor Mr. Bryden. 

LYING AND SLANDER. 

Dr. Cooper's Shameless Efforts to Stir up 
Strife by Appeals to CIiibs and Religi- 
ons) Prejudice. 

Wo have referr-id elsowhero to tho cam- 
paign of lying and slander carried on in the 
Opposition lutereoU on tho Mainland. Tho 
loader) if they have any particular slandors 
or falsehoods to circulato of which they are 
ashamed to tako the responsibility them- 
solvos, place on tho platform aomo irrespon- 
sible mouthpieca to do tho work for them. 

Dr, Cooper, of Westminster, who is one 
of tho willing instruments of this class, 
said in an Opposition meoting in Vancouver 
on Saturday night, as reported by tho News- 
Ad vortieer as follows: 

Thoy (tho Government) wero tho men who 
wero striving to got everything into their 
power — to control everything beneficial for 
themselves and lot tho people go tho dogs. 
Thoy did not cure whero the masses went to 
so long as they could monopolise everything. 
Thoy would remember a discusaion in the 
House when MesBra. Brown and Cotton de- 
manded certain things for tho masses. Mr. 
Davio then Btood up and shook his fist at 
them and said : "You tulk about tho people. 
Tho people aro nothing but Anarchiats, and 
it is war to tho knife between mo and them. 
(Applause.)" 

It is needless for us to assert that thore is 
not a scintilla of truth in tho statement, 
which is on a par with tho many instances 
of manufactured evidence wo havo taken 
occnaion to expose. What actually was 
stated in tho House at tho time Mr. Davie 
referred to aomo members of tho Opposition 
(not tho musseB by uny means or thoir re- 
presentatives) is reportod in the Colonist, 
February 20 of this year. After review- 
ing the statements of his opponants in and 
out of tho House, tho report goes on, as 

folloWB ■ 

Ho (Mr. Davie) thought ho had concluJJ 
aively Bhown how hollow were tho superior 
protensionfl of tho party opposite ; that thoy 
»re, aa he had termed them, in fact " whited 
Bopulchre8," and he hold that thsy aro liko- 
wiso little better than anarchists. Their 
aim ia to destroy character of tho dead 
as well as of tho living— to destroy provin- 
cial crodit and tho rights of property gener- 
ally—the credit of tho Provinco. Aa proved 
by their separation petitions and by their 
binding themselves with Mr. Duval from 
whose utterance they try to freo themBolvea. 

Tho inference Mr. Davio wished to draw 
is perfectly clear. He compared their 
etl'.>rts as similar in effeot to thoao who 
endeavor to achieve their onda only in a dif- 
ferent way. None of tho publiBhed roporta 
of the proceedings bear any auch construc- 
tion aa tho words placed in Mr. Davie's 
mouth by Dr. Cooper, not to speak of the 
extra embellishment of tho Premier shaking 
his fist in tho faco of Messrs. Brown and 
Cotton. Nor were these gentlemen demand- 
ing anything for tho masses. They were 
simply guilty of what Dr. Cooper was, viz , 
to use plain language, lying about tho Gov- 
ernment. 

Dr. Cooper wont furthor. Ho made a 
bare-faced effort to influonco li is audionco 
on roligious grounds, and lied oven more 
shamelessly than beforo. Wo ugain quote 
from tho News-Advertiser : 

Thero was ono littlo itom ho wanted to 
mention because a lot of capital had boen 
made of it. ThiB waa that tho parsons were 
taking too much interest in tho campaign, 
liut the very peoplo who made that cry 
woro tho peoplo whoso parsons wore driving 
them liko sheep, (applause), who would not 
allow them to have a mind of their own. 

A Voico— " I think a public speaker 
should make no insinuations. (Hisses.) 

Dr. Cooper—" What ineiouationB havo I 
mado ?" 

Voice — " I stand up horo for fair play. I 
think u public apouker Bhould name tho do- 
nomination or denominations." 

Dr. Coopor— "In tho church at Westmin- 
ster tho man from tho pulpit told tho people 
how they were to voto tho morning after 
Mr, Davio was thoro to muss. (Loud ap- 
plause) 

Tho owcor of tho voice in responso to yells 
of "platform " oamo forward. Tho "Nows- 
Advortiaer," out of consideration for his 
fooling in cooler moments refrains from men- 
tioning his name. However, he addressed 
tho meoting shortly, and averred that Dr. 
Cooper's atatomout was unprovod. 

Dr. Cooper replied that hia proof came 
from a dozen mon who hoard it. (The owner 
of tho voico thon evaporated.) 

In order to ascertain what if any truth was 
contained in tho above, communication was 
had by wiro with Weatminator and tho Co- 
lonist has authority from tho most authen- 
tic Bourco to flatly deny tho story. 

Wo havo always deprecated ministora of 
any denomination interfering uotively 
in politios, but evou if tho clergy- 
man to whom Dr, Coopor rofurs 
had token occaeion to favor tho go"- 



srnment Bide ho would only have been 
following the example of tho brood of politi- 
cal parsoD3 in and around Vancouver, who 
havo boen opposing tho Premier in church 
and out of ohurch, not only on political but 
on religious grounds. We are glad to know, 
however, that this gentleman has rofrainod 
from any auoh unseemly interference. It ia 
not pleasant to obsorve that there are men 
so dishonestly intolerant that they will con- 
demn, and untruthfully at that, in somo 
what they openly applaud in others. 
If clorgymon cf any other denomination, 
and especially thoso whom Dr. Cooper 
speaka of, wero to take tho stump for tho 
Governmont, such a hue and cry would bo 
raised that many peoplo would imagine 
tho world tumbling about their ears.

F0ECED TO CANNIBALISM. 

Horrible Hard Straits to Which Survivors of 
the Whaler. I ftincs Allan Were Reduced. 

PortTow.nsend, July .'!.— Steamer Queen 
for Sitka reports that tho third mate and 
fifteen survivors of tho wrcckod whaling 
bark James Allan had arrived at Sitka and 
tak^n passage for San Francisco on the 
Bteamer CroBcont City. Tho survivors re- 
port that they endured great hardships and 
wero reduced to such circumstances as to be 
compelled to eat tho flesh of thoir dead com- 
rades. Four men wero drowLed by a boat 
capsizing and two died of atarvition. Fif- 
teen more are miaBing. Tho others landed 
on an island near Attn. iNot being ablo to 
find any nativoa, and suffering groitly from 
cold and hunger Cupt. Huntley called for 
volunteers to go to Ounalaska for assistance 
They leftfiftpen men mostly of foreign birth, 
on the island and Bailed oastward. About 
ten days later they fell in with 
the revenue cutter Boar, when in 
a half fani'ihed condition. After 
Captain Huntley cfcoarted tho crow 
became disheartened. One mSB died from 
hunger, and a few days later another died of 
starvation. Tho crew after bring rcsjuCl 
admitted tha f they had fed off the il')ah tf 
their dead oomradoB The men wer? starv- 
ing, and as Boon on0 f tho crew bev^ 
'.ho awful moil tho others quickly followed, 
and all ravenously engageel in tho fearful 
feaBt of human flesh. Two weeks after 
Cap ain Huutley left tho Bear returned and 
rescued the men from their island prison, 
Somo of thorn had almost ioat their reason, 
and ac'od moro like wild animals than 
human boinga. They waro ourefully treated 
and all aro now in a fair way to recover.

— Judgo Bellinger in 
the United Stitca court took occaBion 
to refer to tho destruction of documentary 
evidonca by ilie jury in the amuggling 
eaees: "I take thia opportunity," ho 
aiid, " to state publiuly to tho counsol 
for tho defendants in tho conspiracy to 
emugglo cases, that it has come to my 
knowledgo that for the firat time in the hia- 
tory of thiB court a conspiracy for tho pur- 
pose of defeating juetico has entered into 
tho sanotity of tho jury room. Several let- 
ters and local documentary ovidetnee in theao 
cast s havo boon destroyed and aomo of the 
Mulkey lottors have been carried away 
from the room in which tho jury in tho eaeo 
just tried sat. I regret very muoh that bucJi 
a precedent should havo been set in this 
court. It shows disrespect for tho dignity of 
the court, and I dosiro that a rigid investi- 
gation be made for the purpoao of, if possi- 
ble, bringing tho guilty parties to justico, 
I am satisfied ounBel for tho defendanls 
had no part in destroying these papore, and 
there is nothing to show that tho defend- 
ants themselvos did, but tho mannor in 
which the papora were mutilated indicates 
that more than ono of the jurors took part 
in their mutilation and destruction." 

District Attorney Murphy announced that 
ho would seo that a thorough investigation 
ia mudo. Ho then made a motion that tho 
cises against Mulkoy, Chin Chong Quie, 
Dunbar, et al., sot for this term bo contin- 
ued until next term, which the judgo grant- 
ed, and tho cases will accordingly go over 
till another term.
